tubal areas, there is lack of communication between the 
geneial administration including extension agency and the 
local community for a vauety of socio-economic reasons 
There is considerable duplication of functional lesponsibilttics 
as the administrative structuie tends to he over-specialised 
and compaitmentalised A large nunibei of posts, particularly 
kev technical posts remain unfilled or unoccupied, immo- 
bilising the entire extension agency and administration 
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2. The need for restructuring of the administrative set-up 
was underlined in the guidelines for sub-plan formulation. 
I he Constitution itself provides adequate scope for a flexible 
approach to matters relating to tribal areas. The Fust pioviso 
to Article 215(1) makes a special mention of laising the 
level of a dmini stration of the Scheduled Areas. Suitable 
articulation of these provision however, still remains to be 
done. The new responsibility, which the administration will 
have to carry, with the lenewed developmental effort parti- 
cularly during the next plan period, now makes it necessary 
that a systematic review of the administrative structure pniti- 
culaily in agriculture and allied sectors, education and health 
is taken up urgently so that it can be re-organised and re- 
stiucturcd for ensuring a fastci development of tribal areas 
and communities according to a time-bound programme. It 
is, therefore, proposed to constitute a Woiking Group to 
undertake this review and suggest suitable measure*.

(3) Suggest re-organisation of the administiatlve struc- 
ture keeping in view the special problems of the 
tribal areas and the need for oiganic integration of 
extension services with the local community. 

5 The Working Group will draw up its own procedure of 
work and submit its report by the end of December, 1977.
